Arabia 

Arabia  is  a strange  country.  It  is 
made  mostly  of  desert  land .The  climate 
is  naturally  dry  and  this  effects  the 
people  in  a strange  way  as  you  will 
see  later  on  In  this  epic  of  the  desert  J 
people.

Sometimes  their  bickerings 
flare  forth  in  open  warfare.  When  this 

happens  as  it  did  a few  months  ago,  the 
streets  of  the  ancient  city  of  Jcrusalom 
man  red  with  the  blood  of  Moslem  and  In- 
fidel. However,  these  little  scraps  aie 
rare o I,  myself,  am  glad,  because  I 
hate  to  see  all  those  poor  Jews  slaught- 
ered. 

In  the  frequent  dry  seasons  the  inhab- 
i tad As  of  the  farming  villages  catch 
particular  H— — -AL  from  the  wandering 
tribes  who  rob  and  steal  with  great 
gusto  ax-  every  opportunity.
